HEIR OF ALLOTTEE

Chamberlain Will Make En-
umeration of Minors.

ARRANGES  CENSUS  TAKING

Nafes of Children May Figure in
Future Allotments and Also In
Distribution of Back Money.

Throogh arrangements made with
Major Edwards, Indian ageat of the
Umatilla reservation, 0. (3. Chumber-
lain, justice of the peace for Athena
distriot, is taking a census of enumer-
ation of the minors and beirs of re-
servation allottees residing in his
official jurisdiotion. The ennmera-
tion is made at the instance of the
Indian agent, but for what parpose
Mr. Chamberlain is not in a position
to say. However, it is the opinion
of Justice Chamberlain that the
named of the beirs and unallotted
minors on the reservation are wanted
by the department for convenience of
purpose relating to unsettled heirship
lands subject to litigation in the ac-
quirement of title; unallotted land and
the future division of back muney due
the Umatilla, Wallsa Walla and Oay-
use Indians from the United States
govermment.

That the cengns is to figure ma-
terially in foture allotments is felt to
be reasonably certain, although there
ig no gneh provigion made for this re-
servation as obtaing for minor beirs
on the Yakima reservation., On that
reservation as soon as an allottee’s
obild is old enough to receive a name,
it is taken to the agenoy and promptly
allotted 80 acres of land.

It is kmown ‘to be Mr. Edward’s
intention to direct his efforts with
the department that the same privi-
leges may be granted the minor beirs
on the Umatilla reservation.

His Horses Foundered.

B, NEAT PACKING INDUSTRY

A New Packing House to Cost at
Least $50,000.

The Walla Walla Meat and Cold
Storage company, the firm which buys
the greater part of the livestock
marketed in this locality, is to en-
large its faoilities.

Work on a new packing house to
cost between §560,000 and $60,000 and
to bave a capacity of 50 ecattle and
100 head of hogs or sheep a day will
be commenced by the Walla Walla
Meat and Cold Storage company the
fivat of next week. ‘Lbe new iodas-
try willgbe located at the foot of Sixth
street, between the O, R. & N, and
W. & O. R. tracks, says the Bulletin.

It is thought that the buildings will
be ready for cooupancy by the latter
part of February. The company
owns five nores of land bebtween the
two tracks and stook yards will be
built on the part of the property wnot
taken up by the main buildings.
Side tracks will be built to conneot
with the two railroads in order that
the products may be easily shipped.
Tbe ontput of the plant will be au-
der government supervision and in-
spection and the packed products will
be distributed all over the Inland Em-
pire, this city being beadquarters for
the large wholesaling trade tc be
worked up.

WALKER BOY 1S BOUND OVER

Complaint Made by Chas. Brotherton
Before District Attorney,

Oun eomplaint of Charles Brotherton
before  Distreit Attorney Phelps
Justice Chamberlain last night placed
Edmund Walker under #$200 bouds to
appear before the district attorney at
Pendleton this morning. The boy, in
company with his father and Con-
stable Smith, went to Pendleton today
on the morning traio,

The oomplaint alleges that the
Walker boy bas been abusing aud
assaulting the Brotherton vhildren on
different oocoasions, and the trouble
oulminated Thursday when the Walk-
er boy, who was in the yard at his
home, threw a piece of iron at Clar-
ence Brotherton, who was passing
along the street. The iron struck
Brotherton’s boy on the head, inflict-
ing a severe scalp wound.

Work on Umatilla Dam.

The East Oregonian correspondent
says: Dirt is flying near Echo on the
dam for the Bagt Umatilla irrigation
project, and while the work is going
on slowly on aceount of the scarcity
of ineii, it is suie, aud § will oot be
long before the work will be in pro-
gress for miles. The reclamation
service bas bud considerable trouble
in seouring right of way, and bad
commenced condemnpation proceediugs
sgaingt Joe Reaws for privileges
throngh his property about a mile and
n half above Echo, when the matter
was adjusted satisfactorily to all con-
cerued, both parties making conoces-
giona.

Grain Handlers Strike.

The Portland wheat exporters expeot
to answer the demands of the grain
bandlers for 40 cents per hour, says a
Portland dispateh of yesterday. An
offer of 35 cents was rejected by the
union, A walkont of 240 men took
place yesterday afternoon, with the
resalt that all rail shipments are tied
up. Thers are no vessels in the har-
bor. No answer from the exporters
bas been received yet.

Boy Severely Burned,

Lawrance Tharp was geverely 'nroed
by ageidently turning over a pot of
hot tea, at the supper table. The tea
splashed over the boy's left arm,
ghonlder and breast, scalding bim fo
gome extent, but prompt attention
gave him rilief and no bad effects are
expected from the burns.

W.R. Taylor Will Have String of
Baddle Horses at Walla Walla.

One of the principal events that has
been scheduled for the Walla Walla
fair next week i3 a relay race for sad-
dle horses. W. R. Taylor of this city
has entered a string of flest footed
ponies and will participate in the
race which offers a purse of $300 to
the winper and §756 to the one taking
second place.

It is expected that Mr. Taylor's
principal competitor in the race will
be the Drombellers, who with Fay
Lo Grow of this eity, own a large
stook ranch on Crab oreek, and who
bave in their possession some fAvely
bred saddle horses.

The relay race will be oune of the
most exciting and interesting speed
conkests on the lists of the Walla
Walla fair asosciation and has brought
out for entry some of the best horses
in the Northwest.

Nearly a Half Million Bushels
Stored Here.

GRAIN HAULING ABOUT ENDED

Conservative Estimate of 196,000
Sacks Approximately Containing
450,000 Bushels of Wheat.

The 1006 wheat season in Atheuas is
rapidly drawing to u close and after
this week but few lots of grain will
remain in the flelds.

The present season’s crop has been
ono of the largest ever raised in this
gection, To a Press reporier a promin-
ent wheat boyer conservatively esti-
mates that when all grain has been
dei.vered the total warshouse capa-
oity in Athena will contain close to a
half million bushels of wheat, count-

ing in of course the amonnt of Lhe
pew orop which has been ground into
flour aod ceresls at the mill.

In flgores he gives the total nnmber
of sacks of wheat wsold at 108,000,
approximately containing 450,000
bushels of wheat. Addto this the
wheat beld out for seed, feed and
other purposes and it is safe to ploce
the amount of wheat raised this year
oun farm lands tributary to Athena at
half a million bushels.

Ut the amount sold and stored in
Athena this year the Preston-Parton
Milling compuny secured 125,000
sacks, the balance goivg to the Puoget
Sound Warehouse Co, and David
Taylor's Independent Warehouse.

The greater portion of this grain
bas been sold, althoogh there is
much graio yet in the hands of the
prodnoer. The price paid for the
wheat ravges from the top figures,
600, quaoted early in the seawon when
a large per centnge wasgold, down
to 51 cents, the lowest prics gquoted,

Soaroity of labor in bandling the
grain bas ot been so serions a prob-
lem to the warebonse mon this year
us the ioability to secore ecars in
which to transport it to terminal
points. Much of the grain purchased
should now be in process of londiug
uud shipping oat, but lack of ears
neoessitates holding it in storage until
shipping facilities become adjusted.
